First Place 

The article told how 
Western steel product fabri¬ 
cators are mounting a two¬ 
pronged attack aimed at dis¬ 
criminatory Western steel 
prices and unfair East-West 
freight rates. It indicated 
that the highest cost of steel 
in the West is stifling indus¬ 
trial growth, keeping indus¬ 
tries from expanding and 
new industries from moving 
Westward. 

‘‘Western steel costs about 
a penny a pound more than 
east of the Rockies," said 
the article. “And rail and 
truck freight costs more to 
ship East than West, plac¬ 
ing Western metalworking 
firms at a competitive disad¬ 
vantage with other parts of 
the nation.” 

The article aroused con¬ 
siderable comment and it 
set off a series of favorable 
actions by steel-consuming 
groups, metals distributors 
and the press. Wood pre¬ 
viously won Silver and 
Bronze medal awards in 
1958, 1959 and I960.

That it was the opin¬ 
ion of the legal counsel that 
this work could be com¬ 
pleted, should the voters of 
the City approve a General 
Obligation Bond for the 
amount of $100,000. 

The difference in the two 
figures being made up in 
the .20 cent tax levy provid¬ 
ed for in the 62-63 Budget, 
plus the robbing of the var¬ 
ious funds previously dis¬ 
cussed and outlined, during 
the 62-63 year. 

On the Ballot 

The necessary resolutions, 
ordinances and documents 
were then read and each ap¬ 
proved whereby the General 
Obligation Bond issue of 
$100,000 will be put before 
the voters of the City at the 
general election to be held 
November 6, 1962. To pass it 
must be approved by two- 
thirds of the ballots cast. 

Authorization 

A resolution was also 
adopted authorizing the City 
to spend this amount of 
money if and when it be¬ 
comes available. Further the 
date of September 19 was 
set as the deadline for the 
City Clerk to receive argu¬ 
ments for or against the 
proposed issue. At that time 
she will select one of each 
which will be presented and 
placed on the ballot. 

Necessary legal publica¬ 
tions and posting will be 
forthcoming for a complete 
study of the issue. 

Other Business 

Other business consisted 
of appointment of Council¬ 
man Abemethy to work 
with the Flag Pole Commit¬ 
tee on details of the pro¬ 
posed flag pole. The setting 
of September 25 as the hear¬ 
ing date for Sewer District 
No. 74, the passing of Ordi¬ 
nances and resolution per¬ 
taining to several points of 
government operation. Ac¬ 
cepting the appointments of 
Chief of Police McMillan, 
and passing resolutions, per¬ 
taining to the rulings of the 
Planning Commission at 
their August Meeting. 

A s stated above, this was 
one of the most important 
Council meetings of the 
year, but yet, it found very 
few people in attendance, 
either due to the Labor Day 
weekend in sight or the fact 
that it was realized that the 
various actions were fairly 
well “cut and dried” and 
very litle could be accom¬ 
plished at this meeting, 
which was the final meet¬ 
ing for the adoption of the 
budget and the placing of 
the Bond issue on the ballot.

Dear Editor: 

Once again politics and 
the very important matter of 
how to be an informed voter 
is coming up this fall. But 
things are no longer on the 
simple old basis of Demo¬ 
crats and R e p u b 1 i cans. 
These are only fronts for 
voting purposes which have 
very little meaning. There 
is a different line-up today 
which crosses all regular 
party lines. Most of us can 
be classified into two major 
"actual” political groups: 
Liberals and Conservatives. 
There are Liberal Republi¬ 
cans and Conserva tive 
Democrats as well as Lib¬ 
eral Democrats and Con- 
ervative Republicans. 

The old dictionary defini¬ 
tions are a little bit out of 
step with these terms as 
they should be undterstood 
by voters today. Briefly it 
amounts to this as many 
people see the current is¬ 
sues: Conservatives are 

afraid to trust our sworn 
enemies who have publicly 
boasted that time is on their 
side and that they will bury 
us — afraid to trust paper 
promises made by mass 
murderers who have always 
violated their most solemn 
agreements — afraid of un¬ 
controlled spending that will 
mean ruin to any nation just 
as surely as it does to any 
family or any business or¬ 
ganization—afraid of phony 
peace overtures that would 
weaken our military de¬ 
fenses and leave us wide 
open for atomic annihilation 
— afraid of the calculated 
drift of the UN toward a 
world government which 
would deprive us of our con¬ 
stitutional safeguards and 
our national sovereignty — 
afraid of a UN which lacks 


the guts (because its consti¬ 
tution parallels that of So¬ 
viet Russia) to kick out 
Communist Russia which 
has defaulted on its dues 
which are a requirement for 
retention of membership, 
while expecting American 
bond buyers and taxpayers 
to pick up the tab — afraid 
in fact of all the maneuvers 
to centralize control in every 
walk of life and step by step 
deprive us of the liberties 
which our forefathers be- 
queather to us. 

Conservatives just want to 
stay alive and avoid selling 
their children into a future 
of materialism, insolvency 
and salvery. 

And who are the Liberals? 
They aren’t afraid of any¬ 
thing! They are by diction¬ 
ary definition 1. befitting a 
man of free birth; not re¬ 
stricted. (Perhaps such a 
man as F.D.R.) 2. Bestowing 
in a large and noble way, 
generous, bounteous; open 
handed. (Strangely though, 
it’s the public funds that our 
liberals would bestow in a 
large and noble way, would 
be bonteous with everyone 
including the communists, 
open handed to all who look 
to Uncle Sam as rich uncle 
to the whole world.) 3. Be¬ 
stowed in a large way, hence 
abundant bountiful, ample. 
(Always enough for every¬ 
one at the public trough, 
but always with someone 
else’s money.) 4. Free from 

restraint, unchecked,-. 

(The last is not good taste 
to print here. Look it up for 
yourself. But free from r e- 
strain and 1 unchecked should 
be strong enough to make 
the issue pretty clear to 
everyone.) But one more 
characteristic of the present- 
day Liberal really must not 
be overlooked: they are al¬ 


ways for everything that 
centralizes more control and 
more power in Washington 
or any other central author¬ 
ity. This they all have in 
common regardless of what 
label they choose to wear 
whether in politics, econo¬ 
mics or religion. 

There is a lot more to be 
said on this subject but I 
hope this will set a few 
voters to thinking some pret¬ 
ty serious thoughts, between 
now and our next election.

We all agree on the need 
for prosperous railroads, 
able to offer job security to 
president and gandy dancer. 
It is only natural that there 
are honest differences of 
opinion about attaining this 
goal. The tragedy of rail¬ 
roading is the need to call 
on politicians to resolve 
these differences. A political 
solution invariably presents 
an empty half-shell each to 
management and labor, and 
the traffic kernel to subsi¬ 
dized competitors. 

Legislated job security is 
false security. True security 
depends on revenue freight 
and passengers in cars more

Shame on you! Messing 
up the linotype operator’s 
copy like that! She should 
turn you over his knee and 
spank you! Fifty years ago 
I worked for a man who 
liked to use AFFECT and 
EFFECT in his letters, but 
he didn’t know “which was 
which.” After trial and er¬ 
ror, this is how I tried to 
solve the complexities of 
these pesky little words: 

I use EFFECT if I can 
substitute any of the follow¬ 
ing: Result, accomplish, 

operation, influence (noun 
only), belongings, bring 
about. Also use EFFECT af¬ 
ter TO and INTO. Examples: 
The effect (result) was re¬ 
markable. The bride effected 
(accomplished) a great im¬ 
provement in her cooking. 
The rule went into effect 
(operation) yesterday. The 
minister’s sermon had a pro¬ 
found effect (influence). His 
personal effects (belong¬ 
ings) were sold to pay ex¬ 
penses. The treatment is 
effecting (bringing about) a 
cure. When does it go into 
effect? I tried to effect a re¬ 
conciliation but got kicked 


out. 

Now as to AFFECT we all 
know there are two of these 
little meanies, each rating a 
listing in the dictionary. It 
appears that the plain old 
everyday AFFECT is a 
rather simple verb meaning 
INFLUENCE, CHANGE, TO 
STIR THE EMOTIONS . . . 
etc. If you’re a psychologist 
you might have need to use 
the noun which I believe 
means something about an 
emotion, feeling, or mood as 
a factor in behavior. I never 
attempt to go that far out 
with the smart guys and 
gals.

Swimming Pool 
Makes Report 

Pool attendance and reve¬ 
nue figures for the first 68 
days of the pool’s operation 
were released last week by 
Thomas Butch. 

The attendance for this 
period of time for 1961 is 
26,290, compared to 27,780 of 
last year. 

Brbken down this shows 
1,257 paid adult admission, 
8,721 paid children’s admis¬ 
sion, and 16,312 were ad¬ 
mitted on family passes this 
year. Last year it was 
adults, 2,777; children, 10,- 
173, and family passes, 14,- 
830. 

Averaged! out the daily at¬ 
tendance for last year was 
408 and this year 387, 

Revenue from the follow¬ 
ing sources for 1961 and 
1962, respectively, is: gate 
receipts $3,451 and $2,808.75; 
family passes, $3,82T7.50 and 
$4,523,50; swim instructions, 
$2,865 and $3,120, and con¬ 
cession sales, $970 and $2,- 
420.85. 

Not listed for last year 
but listed for this year are 
$200 from diving instruc¬ 
tions and $166 from the 
swim team. 

These figures add up to a 
total revenue of $12,113 for 
1961 and $13,839.10 for 1962. 

Numbers for the swim in¬ 
structions sign up is 818 for 
1961 and 873 for 1962; 58 for 
diving instructions in 1962, 
and 56 for the swim team in 
1962.
